NORTH .WESL CHINA, : 
(Supreme Court and Consulur Gazeéite.) 
Some information “furnished bs. the 

French expedition that has recently arrived 
in this port from Cambodia, of which we 
give pavtienlats in our-news column this 
week, throws uew light in an important 
direction upon the political state of the 
Chittése Empire. While the attention of 
those who have devoted their thoughts to 
this’ subject lias beew chiefly concentrated 
upon Northern-and Central China, changes 
-of gigantic. importance seem to have been 
gradually taking place iu the Western por- 
tion of the Hmpire. “The ‘weakness of the 


government in the extreme North West, 4 


and tho defection abont two years ago of 
the Province of Ili,. were events. which 
attracted peeuliarly little ationtion in com- 
parison with their significance as.au evidence 
of the instability of the present dynasty, ox 
at least of the:present order of things in the 
Empire. The accounts which are now given 
of the stite of affairs in the South West 
lend 4 significance to this partial dismem- 
berment-of the Chinese Umpire, which at 
the tine it did not‘appear te possess. The 
Province of .Yuntian, the, extreme south 
westerly cornet. of Chiua;. and bordering 
upon Cochin China, has hecome completely 
subdued. bythe Mahomedan Rebels, who, 
according to the statements of the French 
travellers, appear’ to have established. éf- 
ficient rule'and government and to be able 
to maintain order. and secuvity in a sntis- 
factory mannér, - Their -progress does not, 
according to the accownts given, bear any 
-analogy ty that of the Taiping and Nienfei 
marauders, ‘who Jacked: snfticient organt- 
gation to. continue Jong without -dege- 
nerating iuto- morely a large wandering 
band of robbers. ‘The Mahomevlans proceed 
slowly but surely;; bloodshed is avoided as 
auch as. possible, aud the invaders are 
acttinted by an evident. desire not ouly to 
obtain -possession. of tho territory, but to 
protect it against disorder, and to supply it 
with a form of government which seems to 
be not, inconsistent with tlie wishes of the 
people. ‘The resuit of this wise and humane 
policy appears to be that a revolution, none 
the less important. because comparatively 
bloodless, and none the less formidable be- 
cause it proceeds by slow but sure degrees, 
is being avconiplished in the western part 
of China, 


The’ mode in- which this result is being | 


brought about in some parts seems scarcely 
credible to those who have not fully taken 
the measure -of- the weakness and timidity 
of the distant Chinese -otticials, Whole 
districts are from time to time given up to 
the Mahomedans withont’a single strugals 
or a single show of resistance, .

There is some excuse for the provnlence 
of stich ideas in -a country accustomed, like 
Franoe, to givo law to the Continent.

to have her voices and influenco respected 
as predominant. All this is coming ta.an 
end. ‘She ‘old order is changing and giving 
place to anew. The balance. ‘of. power, as 
as concerns the French Empi'e, has been 
seriously shaken; though, as iar as’ the’ 


. intereats of Hngland and inany. other cout- 


tries are involved, the increase of Pruasia 
is an element of Continental stability which 
more than compensates us for the abroga 
tion of tho ill-fated’ Treaties of Vienna.

Tho Atheninns and Lacedsmonians in clas- 
sical times cared very much to retain or 
acquire the regency of Greece ; nor is .it 
wonderful that the iustinots of the French 
should Jead them to bé-ready to risk much 
bloodshed, if neceasary, to-keep the French 
tricolour flying at Europe's mast-head. But 
allowing, as. we must, that the -iuskingt is 
natural, it is not the less mistaken, for is 
it ‘tho ivss at variance with the interests of 
modern civilization. Ten years. aso a 
French regency. had its advantages. “Europe 
was geoamng under. the iron rule of the 
etinnary party, which, thanks to Aus- 
ria’s patrouaye, was holding Germany aud 
Italy beneath tho foot of miserable and ty- 
raunical family cliques, All: this is now 
over, . We cannot but acknowledge that 
France has had directly in part, aud in part 
indirectly, and almost against her will, a 
great deal to say to the emancipation of the 
Coutinent. But her sword and her diplo- 
macy haye accomplished their predestined 
work, and Europe no longer Toluirse her 
assistance. It is undesivable that she abould 
prolong hor dictatorships when it can oly. 
operate to the harm gf‘her usighbows, ‘To 
sock to gratify, her ambitious impulaes at 
the expense of others is unworthy of her- 
self ; but whether unworthy or not, it is'a. 
thing which Europes cannot tolerate, The 
instinet which the French are hugging to . 
their hearts, and which the Emperor is 
armiug to, satisfy, now becomes purely bar- 
barous. ‘The Crusader survives, but sux 
vives simply in the capacity and with the 
restless temper of a duellist. “And France 
must be content to bo -regarded-as nothing 
better than an juternational fire-cater, if 
she retains this’ furious, incliuation tu be, 
at all costs, the head and the arbiter of 
Europe. If, “to the uncertain amount, of 
good. which he has by fits and ‘starts 
achieved, Napoleon ITL would add the fi. 
nal benefaction of acquiescing ‘heartily in“ 
the progress which Prussia is making, if he 
would admit that: Germany has a reason- 
able right to rearrange herself without his 
leave, all chance’ of couflict between her- 
solf and Prussia would be over, - Lt is true 
that other diffionlt subjects remain undie- 
posed of, patting aside such trumpery and 
minor matters as the Schleswig boundary, 
a subject which has no importance for Bu- 
ropa except so faras it may surve'as an ex- 
ouse for French interygution, 'I'hero iz, for 
example, tiv Hast, But at loast half of the 
peril of the Exstern qustion consists in this, 
that its re-opening may, afford France an 
opportunity of indulging herself in, an ate’ 
tack on Prussia, Were it not. for this 
chunce, it is by no means clear that Prussia 
ig Russia’s natirel ally, Prussia is at 
the. beginning of a great carer, It is 
not her interedt to see Russia- holding the 
gates of. the Hust, or even to: sée Russia 
crush the feeble Austrian Mmpire. Lt is 
doubtful whether in-time Prussia herself 
may not feel called upon to be intimately 
concerned in the problem who is to be 
mastor of the mouth of the’ Danuby,. ‘There 
is no natural. antagonism. between her 
interests and* those of France, dnless 
the fact. that the two countries . aro 
conterminous wid powerful makes them 
natural euetnies, - Kvery day that industry 
and education advauce, this ought less and 
less to be the case. ‘he whole secret of 
the situation is, that France is envious of : 
Prussia’s destiny, Lu” bygéne ages this 
would have beon an admirable reason for 
fighting 5 but-if it is still tu ue considered 
such, wo must all-bo content to relapse into 
barbarous ‘habits, Eugland is not catled 
npon, it may be, to interfere, though the 
unity of Gormaay is a cunsiderable gain to 
us,, ad its disruption would be a corre.

JOHN ME TCHELL ON FENIANISM, 


* Mr John Mitchell has addressed a third 
letter on Fenianism to Mr Jolin Martin, 
oue of his associates duiing the young Ire. 
land agitation of - 1848. His. former 
communications Were. intended to’ show 
‘tho collapse of that onurmous sack of gas 
called Fenianism,” Dr. O'Brien, tho Roman 
Catholic Deau of Limerick, lately charged 
Mitchell with having gloritied Stephens, and 
thereby decbived a. yroat many in Ireland. 
Mr Mitchell denies that he hid ever men- 
tioned Stephens. “with common respect,” 
ind retorts in the following terms :— One’ 
thing is very plain to me, that the Dean of 
Limerick, though he is uo Fenian—though ~ 
be fought Fenianism in its shell—thongh :.
